S CENIC Point, site of the city’s 
annual Wistaria Fete, is hav¬ 
ing its face lifted! 

A lot of things are happening 
up on the former Fennel estate, 
and out-of-town sightseers are 
going to get an eyeful when 
spring rolls around and the 1937 
F’ete gets under way. Even Sierra 
Madreans are going to be sur¬ 
prised beyond words. 

Gone is the old two-story clap¬ 
board house, its bilious yellow 
walls mercifully three quarters 
hidden each spring by the vine’s 
lacy blooms and foliage. 

Rising Phoenix-like from its 
foundations is a quarter acre of 
pergolas, supporting a gigantic 
living canopy—the vine itself. 

Painted a glistening white, the 
arbors will provide a perfect 
background for the vine’s deli- 
cate-hued loveliness. They’ll also 
screen off the warm Calif', ilia 
sunshine from the strollin' and 
dining visitors at Fete tinv. 

Leading up from the main din¬ 
ing pavillion is a series of ter¬ 
races. The~e later will be planted 
with grass and provide additional 
space for out-of-doors dining. 

Topping the estate and over¬ 
looking the entire San Gabriel 
Valley is the indoors dining room, 
the south side glassed off for 
observation purposes and to allow 
diners to “take in” Scenic Point's 
spring "wonderland’’ at a glance. 
A commodious fireplace in the 
north wall will banish the chill 
of California evenings or north 
winds. 

This new dining room occupies 
I the site of the old one-story 
j building, which has been moved 
back against the north line of 
the property. It will be used as 
a “hostess” house. 

Along with the general revamp- 
| ing of Scenic Point the vine it¬ 
self has been thoroughly pruned 
j as well as rearranged on the 
| peroglas so as to show its fairy¬ 
like blooms to best advantage 
during the Fete. Work of fertiliz¬ 
ing the vine was completed some 
weeks ago. 

The Wistaria Association has 
just purchased 25 flowering peach 
trees which will be planted along 
the east and south walls at 
Scenic Point. 

The association has also 
acquired 18 rose bushes of dif¬ 
ferent varieties. These will be 
planted on the inside of the wan 
where they will show off to best 
advantage in combination with 
the delicate-hued lavender of the 
I vine's blossoms.

City hall callers are express- 
ine surprise at the hustiC s.n 
bustle around the seat of local 
government these days. 

Instead of the customary gen¬ 
teel silence there's a wild clatter 


pretty much of 
mountain town in 

__ _ pre-war days, 

boasting probably more burro cor¬ 
rals to the square foot than any 
other town in the Southland, yet 
withal one of the most peaceful 
and desirable of home communi¬ 
ties in America. 

Corrals had been maintained at 
the foot of the Wilson Trail al¬ 
most from the time Don Benito 
Wilson chiseled the narrow thour- 
oughfare out of the mountain-ide 
back in the 1860’s. The 7-mile trail 
was built to bring down Don 
Benito's cooperage timber from 
the mountains. 

There were other corrals at the 
foot of Sturtevant Trail which 
led up to the hotel in Santa 
Anita Canyon established by Wil¬ 
bur M. Sturtevant, after whom 
the trail was named. 

Still other corrals were scat¬ 
tered throughout the town, along 
Central avenue and Baldwin ave¬ 
nue and clustered along Mountain 
Trail avenue, especially after the 
car line came in. Here on week¬ 
ends was a veritable beehive of 
activity as vacationists swarmed 
from the “trolley cars,” hired 
their burros and departed up 
Mountain Trail avenue on two 
and three day camping trips. 

'Dudes and tenderfaet stopped 
at either the Santa Anita Canyon 
hotel or the Mt. Wilson hotel, but 
the majority of the trippers took 
their living quarters in with them, 
in the shape of pup tents and 
sleeping bags or were quartered 
in cabins at scores of camps 
scattered along the trails, mostly 
where there were streams oi 
waterfalls. For food the camping 
hikers took along the regular 
staples— bacon, coffee and flour 
and frequently baked their own 
bread in Dutch ovens at any one 
of a score of camps. 

Many of these camps todav are 
little more than memories. There 
was Carter’s Camp in Little Santa 
Anita Canyon, operated by A. N. 
Carter from 1908 to 1910. There 
was Orchard Camp, run by Jim 
McNally, half way up the Wilson 
Trail. There was Winter Camp, 
now known as Hoegee’s Camp

"It’s a shame to clutter up the 
legislature with bills that fill two 
volumes each two feet thick, 
Assemblyman Frank G. Martin 
said Tuesday noon in a discussion 
of tax measures and bills before 
the Legislature, at the Sierra 
Madre Woman’s Club. 

Nearly 4000 bills were intro¬ 
duced at the recent preliminary 
session of the legislature, the 
assemblyman said. A total of 
2785 wore introduced in the As¬ 
sembly and 1074 in the Senate. 
One man alone, he said, intro¬ 
duced no less than 63 bills. Mr. 
Martin’s own record was an even 
half-dozen bills. 

One senator is sponsoring a bill 
to paint school busses red, white 
and blue, the speaker said. An¬ 
other legislator wants to stage a 
national egg-laying contest. Still 
another seeks to prohibit persons 
from keeping animals and poul¬ 
try in apartments and rooming 
houses. 

Pointing out that 30 race track 
bills were introduced, Mr. Martin 
said he saw “no reason for half 
a dozen tracks in Los Angeles 
county .Let’s have only one, regu¬ 
late it right and the rest of the 
year give the merchants a chance 
to make a little money.” 

A total of 30 liquor control 
bills went in the hopper, he said, 
pointing out that “the problem 
remains the same no matter what 
the control is .You can’t change 
human nature," he added, sig-
